“The urgent need today is for a uni- 
fied, comprehensive and consistent 
public policy toward our satural re- 
sources. Such a policy must represent 
both the Federal government and the 
States, and should be formulated in ac- 
cord and in co-operation with the best 
thought of the indusiries engaged in 
their utilization. These industries 
should not be prevented or hampered 
by unsound interpretation. or by un- 
wise application of the laws govering 
business organizations. The trouble 
today is that in the application of these 
laws to an industry, the investigation 
is usually made by men of no -know- 
ledge of the general conditions which 
make monopoly in that industry an. ut- 
ter impossibility.
